, Louisville Kv., July 12— Work and 
persistency are two of the chief as- 
sets of United States Senator William 
O. Bradley. Work and iierseverance 
have landed him In the United States 
senate. They brought him up from 
a country lawyer practicing before 
justices of the peace down in Garrard 
county and landed him In the gover- 
1 nor’s office In Frtnkfort. When he 
stepped out of the statehouee these 
qualifications gave him a big law 
practice In Louisville. 

When even Republicans laughed at 
the thought of electing a majority of 
the members of the last legislature 
Bradley worked away aud succeeded 
, In electing many Republican senators 
I and representatives from districts that 
were largely Democratic. It wag due, 
In a large measure, to his untiring 
industry that when the polls were 
closed and the votes were counted 
It was found that the Republicans 
just lacked four votes of having 
enough on Joint ballot to elect a Unit- 
ed States senator.

The removal cf tl.e restrictions on 
the tree sale of tobacco In the haud 
as provided for In the amendment of 
Senator Bradley which was adopted 
last- Thursday, aroused much interest 
and Is the result of many years' agi- 
tation and of much active recent cam- 
i p -lignin g. 

It is a live question in the tobacco 
growing States and has been the 
. subject of many representations to 
Congress. 

The prohibition of Ihe present law, 
prevnetlng freedom in the trade lu 
| tobacco In the primitive state, is said 
to have been responsible for the for- 
! aye of night riders in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

The present law permits the tobac- 
co growers to dispose of Ills product, 
but does not allow bis vendee to 
transfer It without paying a tax of 
six cents a pound. 

The Bradley amendment authorizes 
i anyone the grower,, any person to 
! whom he makes transfer, or anyone 
j else to sell tobacco In the hand with- 
I out paying a tax but requires that 
! when the sale exceeds ten pounds, a 
record shall be kept for the benefit 
of the Internal revenue service. 

The sub-committee of the Commltte 
on Finance reported against ibe pro- 
vision and accepting the action of the 
sub-committee, the full committee 
made an adverse report to the Senate. 

! Senator Bradley who Is the author 
i of the amendment has, however, been 
persistent in his efforts to have the 
tax removed and at last succeeded in 
| prevailing upon Senator Aldrich and 
| other members of the Finance Com- 
I mittee to acquiesce in his proposition. 

As the tariff bill passed the House 
It carried a very similar prlvlsion. and 
there Is very little doubt that when 
the bill shall become a law. It will 
j contain a practical repeal of the pres-

Fores^ schools have just received ap- 
1 (ointments as Forest Assistants in 
the United States Forest Service. But 
five of these apolntees have been as- 
signed to the Washington Office, the 
other forty-two receiving ap|>oIntment 
in the six Administrative lstriclts lu 
the West. These men have secured 
their appolntmeifls as a result of pass 
ing the regular Civil Services examlna 
tlon which Is the only avenue of 
employment as a forester under the 
t government. 

) Forest Assistants are men who have 
completed their preliminary training 
for the profession of forestry, as the 
graduates of law or medicine have- 
completed theirs, and are ready to 
enter upon practical work. Until they 
have gained experience, however, their 
positions are necessarily subordinate. 

They are at the foot of the ladder 
and must prove their fitness to mount 
higher. -x The government pays them 
$1,000 a year at the start. 

On the National Forests the Forest 
Assistant often acts as technical ad- 
viser to the Supervisors In charge, who 
( are western men experienced in all 
practical matters, but usually with- 
out school training in the science of 
forestry. Or they may be assigned 
to the study of some particular problem 
which needs to be Investigated in 
the intreest of good forest manage- 
ment. As forestry means knowing how 
to get the most out or any given 
piece of forest land, it calls for 
studies and experiments, both scien- 
tific and practical which like those 
which have to be made in the Inter- 
ests of good farm management, aud 
the Forest Assistant is prepared to do 
A valuable work along this line. 

There is a growing Interest In the 
0 profession of forestry now. and many 
young men are asking how to get In-
